They Agree on rn Bill on the 
Question — Other

W a s h in g to n , April 24.—The confer­ 
ence committees of the House aud Senate 
on the silver question have come to an 
agreement. The Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury is to be empowered to buy 4,500,000 
ounces of silver per month, and to issue 
therefor silver certilicates that shall be 
redeemable in silver bullion or in lawful 
money, at the option of tho holder, but 
the right 1s reserved to tho Secretary of 
the Treasury to redeem in bullion and 
to giveteioney should ho think best. 
The theory of the latter provision is 
th a t 
should the certificate-holder be 
able at his option to exchange it for bul­ 
lion it would enable silver speculators 
to depress the price, buy silver, stimu­ 
late the market, sell their silver to the 
government, and upon depressing the 
m arket again exchange their certificates 
for bullion and thus continue indefinite­ 
ly to make a profit out of the govern­ 
m ent in each transaction, 
The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, having discretion­ 
ary power, will bo able to prevent this. 
T he members of the House committee 
all agreed to the foregoing, which is 
substantially the Senato 
proposition. 
T he following is the full text of the 
bill as agreed upon: 
“ Section I. T hat the Secretary of the 
treasury is hereby directed to purchase 
from time to time silver bullion to the 
aggregate amount of 4,500,000 ounces of 
pure silver in each month, at the mar­ 
ket price thereof, not exceeding 81 for 
371M grains of pure silver and to Issue 
In payment for such purchases of silver 
bullion treasury notes of tho United 
States to be prepared by the Secretary 
Of the Treasury in such form and of 
such denominations, not less than 81 nor 
more than 81,000, as lie may prescribe, 
and a sum sufficient to carry into effect 
the provisions of this act Is hereby ap­ 
propriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
“ Sec. 2. T hat the 
treasury notes 
Issued in accordance with the provisions 
of this act shall be redeemable on de­ 
mand in lawful money of tho United 
States at the treasury of the United 
States, or at the office of any assistant 
treasurer of the Unitod States, and 
when so redeemed may be reissued, but 
no greater or less amount of such notes 
shall be outstanding at any time than 
the cost of the silver bullion then held 
In the treasury purchased by su c h notes. 
Provided, T hat upon the demand of the 
holder of any of the treasury notes here­ 
in provided for, the Secretary of the 
Treasury may in his discretion and 
under such regulations as ho may pre­ 
scribe exchange for 
such 
notes an 
am ount of silver bullion which shall be 
equal in value at the m arket price there­ 
of on the day of exchange to the amount 
of such notes. 
“ Sec. 3. 
T hat the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall coin such portion of the 
silver bullion purchased under the pro­ 
visions of this act as may be necessary 
to provide for the redemption of the 
treasury notes herein provided for, and 
any gain or seigniorage arising from 
such coinage shall be accounted for and 
paid into tho treasury. 
“ Sec. 4. 
T hat the silver bullion pur­ 
chased under the provisions of this act 
shall be subject to tho requirements of 
existing law and the regulations of the 
m int service governing the methods of 
determining the amount of pure silver 
contained, and the amount of charges or 
deductions, lf any, to be made. 
“ Sec. 5. T hat so much of the act of 
Feb. 28. 1878, entitled ‘An act to author­ 
ize the coinage of the standard silver 
dollar and to restore its legal tender 
character,’ as requires the monthly pur­ 
chase and coinage of the same into silver 
dollars of not less than 82,000,000 nor 
more than 84,000,000 worth of 
silver 
bullion, is hereby repealed. 
“ Sec. 6. 
T hat this act shall take 
effect thirty days from and after its 
passage.”

will be examined. 
Some hot-headed and ignorant Southern 
citizens have been foolish enough to 
send anonymous notes to Congress warn­ 
ing the members to keep away from the 
State if they valued their lives, and 
some members of the committee pro­ 
fessed a fear that in going there they 
were taking their lives in their hands. 
The Impending Inquiries excite great 
Interest at Little Rock. 
The city is 
overrun with witnesses. 
Over thirteen 
hundred in all have been summoned 
from con nties in the Second Congres­ 
sional District. 
Mr. McClure, who will

THE FLOOD SITUATION IN THE 
SOUTH ALARMING. 


Continued Ravage* of the Water Along 
th* Mississippi River—Casualties 
Elsewhere. 


Not Ministers, B ot Ambassadors, 
W a s h in g to n , April 24. — Senator Sher­ 
man, from the committee on foreign re­ 
lations, reported an amendment to the 
diplomatic appropriation bill, giving the 
title of ambassador to our m inisters to 
Great Britain, France, Germany, and 
Russia, the salary to remain 817,500 per 
annum. Other amendments provide that 
the salary of the United States minister 
to Turkey shall be 810,000, an increase 
of 82,500; to Denmark, 87,500, aa In 
crease of 82,500, and to Greece, Roil- 
mania and Servia, 87,500, an Increase of 
$1,000. 


The Fair Bill Delayed. 
W a s h in g to n , April 24.—Tho world’s 
fair bill has not yet reached the Presi­ 
dent. 
Owing to the insertion of a new 
section by the Senate the whole bill has 
to be re-engrossed by the clorks of both 
House and Senate, and as Congressional 
bills are beautifully and somewhat la­ 
boriously w ritten and afterw ard care­ 
fully revised and compared the clerks 
were not able to complete their task 
The bill goes to the President for his 
signature to-day, and It is supposed he 
will sign it without delay. 


Service Pension BUI Indorsed, 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 24.—Tho House 
Republican caucus last night indorsed 
the Morrill service pension bill, which 
grants a pension of 88 per month to 
soldiers who served ninety days in the 
war of the rebellion, and who have 
reached the age of 62 years.

Southern Outrages Form the Subject o f 
a Debate—Oklahoma. 
W a s h i n g to n , April 24.—Tho House 
was again In committee of the whole on 
the legislative appropriation bill. 
A 
motion to strike out the clause provid­ 
ing clerks for Senators was lost by a 
vote of 85 to 87. 
Tho session then de­ 
generated into a wrangling debate over 
Southern outrages, entirely devoid of 
relevancy to the bill under considera­ 
tion. 
Charges of bad treatm ent of postmas­ 
ters In the South were made and denied. 
Mr. Kelley of Kansas read a number of 
letters from postmasters in th at section 
to the first assistant postmaster-gnn- 
eral. 
He also read a letter from W. A, 
Finley, appointed in M ay as postmaster 
St Abbeville, S, C., who states that 
shortly after his appointm ent he was set 
upon by a mob led by W ard S. Cothran, 
son of Congressman Cothran, and beaten 
with barbed wire and ordered to leave 
town. 
Mr. Cothran of South Carolina said 
that there was just enough of fact In 
the flaming letter which had been read 
fry the gentleman from Kansas relative 
to the Abbeville case to make out a 
■tory. 
There was a town; there was a 
postoffice; there was an applicant for 
the postmastership, and there were some 
hot-headed young men, of whom his 9on 
Was one. 
After tho war a northern 
man had been appointed postmaster and 
had served until A rthur's term, when he 
lied, and his wife, a most estimable and 
able woman, had been appointed.

Porto Novo and a battle, which lasted 
two hours, took place.

water. 
At Arkansas City and Arkansas 
Valley route between Reed Ville and Var­ 
ner is again submerged for tho third 
time In five weeks. 
The trains on that 
road were abandoned 
at South Pine 
bluff. 
The Mississippi river Is stationary 
here. 
At Helena, Ark., the river fell 
nine inches. 
Two crevasses occured 
during the day in the Atchafalava levees 
near West Melville. 
One five miles 
above town is eight feet wide; another 
at Old Churchville is fourteen feet wide. 
The protection levee in front of Vidalia 
at Jackson broke, submerging a number 
of houses. 
The break in the Lake Con­ 
cordia levee is fifteen feet wide, tho 
water going through like a mill-race. 
This flood can not fall to be disastrous. 
Tho crevasse which occurred at M arti­ 
nez place is supposed to have been the 
work of men from the opposite side of 
the river. 
CapL Kingan, United States engineer 
in charge of the government works In 
this district, who is at the Morganza 
break, has telegraphed to the Secretary 
of W ar that there Is great suffering 
there and danger to life. 
The Tilda, 
which is chartered by the United States 
government, wa9 sent to tho Morganza 
and will co-operate with the State boats 
In rescuing the people wherever neces­ 
sary and In trying to keep up the re­ 
maining levees. 
Only one life Is report­ 
ed lost so far. 
Most of the people In 
the flooded district have skiffs or boats 
The chief work of tho steamers will be 
In rescuing them from these skiffs and 
bringing them to safer quarters. 
It Is now believed that the Teche 
country, Including the parishes of St. 
Mary, St. M artin, and Iberia will suffer 
severely from tho water precipitated on 
them from the Pointe Coupee and West 
Baton Rouge crevasses. 
A number of 
breaks have also taken place In the 
levees of the Atchafalaya at West Mel­ 
ville and Churchville, the water from 
hich will loin with that from the other 
crevasses and Increase tho extent of the 
flood below. 
The Tcche district is not 
likely to feel this overflow for some 
weeks yet, but when it comes it th reat­ 
ens to prove very disastrous to that re­ 
gion, which has been styled the sugar- 
bowl of Louisiana. 
The Texas A Pacific fell a victim to the 
Morganza crevasse; the railroad officials 
saw it coming and made arrangements 
to run their trains over the Southern 
Pacific line by 
Lafayette, Opelousas, 
and Cheneyville, a round about way. 
They will, however, leave on time and 
expect to make connections. 
A few 
hours after that arrangem ent their track 
was several feet under 
water. 
The 
road Is likely to be closed In this way 
nntil late In the summer. 
The Dacotah of the relief fleet has 
reached Pointe Coupee parish and Is 
now picking up the people on the levee 
thoro who have been driven from their 
homes. 
The Stella Wild, the 
mail 
steamer from Bayou Sara, has also been 
busy all day taking people from Pointe 
Coupee parish to tho bluffs on the other 
side of the river. 
The distress of the 
refugees is reported as great, as they 
were exposed all night to torrents of 
rain. 
A large number of them will lose 
all their household effects, but no loss of 
life is yet reported. 
The entire Pointe 
Coupee front seems now doomed. W ith 
in twelve miles of Morganza there are 
already nine breaks, and more of them 
are occur!ng every few hours. 
All the 
interior streams are out of their banks 
in consequence of the storm.

It ie more than two years before the 
campaign of 1892 oan open, and yet the 
democratic leaders begin to count their

It 
ie like the boy whistling in a grave, yard 
on a dark night to keep up his courage. 
Does it even enter the heads of the 
democratic leaders what they must do to 
wia the election id 1892?

Oae of the most accurate political 
statisticians in the country calli atten­ 
tion to some fact4, which, if not wholly 
satisfactory to democrats, a iii prove of 
interest to republicans. Tue first e l e ­ 
ment is this, ‘ The results in thirty-nine 
of the forty- four states in 1892 oan as 
well be told now as later.

West 
Washington streot, and elsewhere this 
opinion prevailed. 
At the former estab­ 
lishment it was stated that so far as the 
Columbia was concerned the policy in­ 
dicated would likely obtain, and the 
probabilities were that in other large 
factories it would also govern. 
There 
is plenty of work now, and tho result is 
that, as above stated, the demand of the 
journeymen will be in a measure con­ 
ceded. 
The gas-fitters of the city will go out 
on strike mixt Monday morning to en­ 
force a demand for the eight-hour day 
and a minimum rate of wages of $3.50 
per day. 
Notice of the intended de 
mand was served on the bosses two 
weeks ago. 
The employers have decided not to 
answer the men’s communication except 
by discharging all gas-titters on Satur­ 
day night. 
The gas fitters are now receiving 
widely varying rates of pay. 
Some of 
them are paid no more than laborers 
Tho scale runs from $2 a day for the less 
competent to 83.50 for the thoroughly 
skilled mechanics. 
The men object to 
this and will insist, line the members of 
the kindred trade, tho plumbers, on a 
minimum rate of wages. 
“ We are not going to wait for them to 
strike,” said E. Daggett to-day. 
“The 
main part of tho light, such as it will be, 
is to bo in the shops of M. J. Corboy 
and myself. 
We have 
determined to 
be beforehand with them, and we will 
discharge all of them Saturday night 
"Tho gas-fitters can not win like the 
plumbers did. 
They have not the same 
organization and too many of them are 
unskilled. 
One can take a bright man 
and train him as a gas-fitter for common 
work in a short time. 
You can not do 
that with a plumber. 
Besides, there 
no work for the gas-titters to do. They 
should have struck before the carpen­ 
ters did. or they should wait till build 
ing business shall have been resumed.

The discussi >n of agricultural depres­ 
sion in this country and the charge that 
the low price of wheat, for instance, is 
chargeable to protective duties, 
has 
brought out some facts in regard to En­ 
glish wheat which are worthy cf note by 
business men as well aa farmers. The 
price of English grown wheat in London 
is about 90 cents a bushel, a fact which 
seems to please the free traders very 
much. But there is another aide to the 
story which must be given. The Inte* 
Ocean says: 
“But English wheat is grown almost 
exclusively on rented lands, and the 
maxim cf agricultural trade in England 
is that cne-third of every product grown 
on rented ground must be set aside ta 
pay rent. This brings the English far­ 
mer's net puce down to 60 cents per 
bushel. Another maxim of Engliah ag­ 
riculture is that one-third of any pro­ 
duct of land must be e e l aside to pay 
national and lcoal taxes; and in England 
thence ter pays all taxes, whether he 
rent a bouse in a city or a farm in the 
country. 
This reduces the farmei’s net 
pu:e to 30 cent3 per bushel cf wheat. 
Oat of this 30 cents he baa to provide 
seed wheat, tools horses, and labor. 
“ The average price of American wheat 
for a like peiiod bae been about 86 cents. 
Out of which the farmer has to pay 
taxes, aid in this country taxes do not 
consume one-third or one-fifth .of land 
prcduoe; he also bas to provide seed, 
tools, horses and labor. Tools cost lees 
than in England, houses coat less, labor 
coats more. But the obvious point la that 
the American farmer has 86 conia out o 
whioh 
to 
pay taxes 
and provide 
seed, horses, tools, and labor 
and.. 
to derive a 
net 
profit, while the 
English farmer baa only 60 cents with 
whichIto achieve a like result. In plain 
language, the English farmer Bells hi 
share of a bushel of wheat for 30 oents, 
the landlord ce Us hie ebare for 30 cents, 
he tfx-qathertr sells his share for 30 
cents. How would the Amerioau farmer 
like to sell bis share of a bushel of wheat 
for 30 oente?” 
The tax-burden in England is one of 
apeoial severity, aa all the readers of the 
Gazette will remember who read the ar­ 
ticles on the subject printed in these 
columns during the last presidents 
campaign. There are no firmers in the 
woiId who have lees taxes to pay than 
those of America.

VV hen a merchant buys goods of a 
wholesaler in the great city, he se­ 
cures a reduction or 'discount1 from 
the bill, of from 5 to 25 per cent., 
accordiag to the kind of goods he is 
buying and the margin of profit 
there is in them — i f h e p a y s c a s h 
DOWN. 
lf he cannot pay cash down but 
{ remits in IO days, be receives almost 
as much discount; if he pay not till 
30 days, he receives still less dis­ 
count, and if he pay not till 60 days 
be receives none. 
So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
comes. 
But to do so he must have 
ready cash, and he can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
capital. I f all paid cash, they would 
furnish the merchant the ready mon­ 
ey to take every discount; and just 
so tar as they do not pay cash, in 
just so far they compel the mer­ 
chant to advance himself the money 
to pay his "bills, which money he 
could put out at interest, and earn 
6, 7 or 8 per cent, on the loan. 
W e have now gone to the a-b-c of 
explanation of the discount business 
and why all merchants desire to 
change credit custom to cash trade. 
While it would he simple j u s t i c e , 
yet they can not have two prices— 
one for credit and a lower one for 
cash; this would lead to ill-will, they 
mutt name the same price to all 
alike, and then, not as a gift or a 
present, hut simply because it is de­ 
served, they can make a favoring 
discrimination to the cash buyer. 
Some of your merchants have 
made large purchases and special 
contracts for the great Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, and propose to give to 
each cash buyer this work.

George R. Buchan, a civil engineer 
from Pittsburg, Pa., shot and probably

grocery clerk, while walking on the 
street last evening with Anderson’s wife.

We had been held in reserve tho sec­ 
ond day at Gettysburg so long that 
men and horses became nervous and ’ 
afraid.

he evinced a woman’s nervousness.

looked down the lino and saw that tho 
alignment was constantly being broken 
by the horses backing up or forging 
ahead. 
They oould see tile lighting to 
the right and in front and tho smoko 
from the Union battery to tho left and 
in front of us broke back and over us 
and the horses breathed it in and blow 
it out of their nostrils in gasps. 
A tremor of excitement—a sort of 
shiver—ran down the line. 
The wind had shifted a bit to blow 
tho smoke to our left, and down across 
the meadows we saw the Confederate 
cavalry forming with green woods for 
a background. 
Job Stuart's men were 
there—Ashby’s men—men from Hamp­ 
ton’s legion—Imboden’s Virginians— 
Rosser’s rangers—guerrillas irom Mos- 
by’s command. 
There were fragments 
from every cavalry command we had 
met on the turnpikes of old Virginia, 
and there wasn’t a squadron which 
wouldn't stand for acharge. 
The bat­ 
tery began firing more rapidly, and 
there wasn't a man of us who didn't 
realize what was coming long enough 
beforo we got the word. 
Somo of the 
horses knew it, too. 
You could feel 
them filling their lungs and stringing 
up their nerves for hard work. 
The troopers in gray wheeled into 
lino under a fire which must have tried 
tho nerves of the bravest, and then the 
compact mass got tho word to advance. 
They were coming for our battery, 
which was without infantry supports. 
There we stood, two thin, short lines, 
representing 1.500 dragoons, but not 
numbering one-half of that figure, and 
a body of five to one was moving down 
upon U9. 
I saw several of tho gunners 
look back. 
They saw tho odds, and 
wondered, perhaps, why we didn’t run 
away.

I have a pistol ball in my 
shoulder, and the blood is running 
down my back from a saber-cut on the 
head.

aouth during the w itter months. Again, 
we read of clubs organized in Chicago, 
composed of “way up” sportsmen, who 
with unlimited command of 
money, 
have secured the control of still another 
of the few remaining fall 
shooting 
grounds cf our state. Thus they go, oue 
after tbe other, and soon the omnivorous 
greed cf these wed thy sportsmen, mos1 


wher. if they go to the fall shooting 
grounds, they very soon fiud themselves 
hustled off of somebody’s private shoot- 
lug grounds, and may be thankful if 
they do not find themselves advertised 
as * rats" or “ brainless idiots,” who re- I 
quire tbe average d u b honan sportsman 
to guard tbe “poor farmers’ ” interest? 
With this condition of (things stating v 
as in tbe flee, I ask, is it not shoat time 
that we ask ourselves, have we “ done to 
others as we woald that others should 
do unto us ?” 
Tbe silly rot about 
odg 
bird killed in the spiiog being equal to 
a dc zen in the fall, is not good nonsense. 
A boy eig tt years old can tell you that 
if he has a .lock of ten chickens a n i he 
kills nine of them in the fall, he has bot 
oue left for breeding in the spring, but if 
be kills only two in the fall and six in 
the spring, be has still doable the 
amount left for breeding purposes. It 
nutters not so maoh when our game is 
killed, but how much is killed.

yes, ell shooting entirely—Crc rn our wild 
nee at d celery gtoauds, woald there not 
be many thousands of docks saved in 
the fell, which, returning in the 
and scattering ail over tbe state, for a few 
days, would give hundreds of people a 
little sport at that time of the year when 
nothing clee is available?

As­ 
suming that we all agree to this, that to 
tbe people of the state belongs tbe game* 
then aucb laws and regulations as will 
best tend to increase the production and 
equalize the distribution of tbe benefits 
I f this, tbe people's common property 
should be tbe aim and object of game 
legislation. 
Approaching the question 
then, if possible without bias or prejn 
dioe for or against any of the variously 
designated dieses or individuals of the 
state, let us faoe tbe situation fairly ani 
squarely, even if in so doing we shall be 
compelled to admit that a short open 
season for spring shooting of the migra­ 
tory fowl will be much more equitable, 
fair au l just to the whole people of tbe 
state than our present extremely partial, 
UDjast, and to a great extent inoperative 
laws on the subject. 
If, say, fifty sportsmen kill two hun­ 
dred ducks apiece in the fall at their 
dub home, the cumber of ducks belong­ 
ing to tbe people is reduced ten tnou- 
sand. 
Very likely one-hslf of these 
sportsmen are non-residents of tbe state 
—which I think is not at all overesti­ 
mated. Then we have twenty-five citi­ 
zens of the state who have enjoyed tbe 
benefits due to and held in onmmon by 
all of the people, at the expense of ten 
thousand ducks out of the common prop­ 
erty of the state. 
You may reply that all have the same 
chance, and if they want their share of 
game and aport and healthful exercise, 
they must go where the game is and 
shoot when the law allow*. All very well 
except for the foot that in the fall of tbe 
year the wildfowl shooting grounds in 
our state are limited, confined, in faot, to 
less than a dozen Ires) iii es, consisting 
mostly of small shallow marshy lake?, 
where wild rice and wild celery famish 
the necessary food. Furthermore, these 
very grounds are already to a large ex • 
tent owned aud controlled by the sports­ 
men of this and adjoining states, who 
enjoy their shooting and fishing from the 
Gulf of*Mexico to Winnipeg, from Maine 
to Washington. I do not object to these 
people enjoying themselves. 
I wish 
there were more that could do the same, 
id faot, I have taken some of tbe same 
kind of medicine myself; but I do most 
emphatically object and protest against 
these very men so manipulating our 
legislators as to enact laws that virtually 
prohibit ninety-nine out of every hun­ 
dred of the citizens of the state from 
ever get!iog ashot at a goose or duck 
while they are taxed f or the support and 
enforcement of these very laws. 
Sup­ 
posing the people of the state should 
wake up some day and imagine that they 
bad been gulled and humbugged ic this 
whole game protect i ou business, and 
should insist on reversing the whole ar­ 
rangement. 
“ These lakes and marshes where wild 
rice and oelery grow are the breeding 
grounds aud natural borne of our wild­ 
fowl; you have legislated for us long 
enough; you have prohibited us from 
getting a shot ak these birds at all, 
as the only 
time 
they are found 
in 
our 
part 
of 
the 
state is 
in the early spring during high water. 
Just see us run tbe maohme for a while. 
it may be a little hard on a very few of 
our citizens, but for tbs benefit of a very 
large majority of our taxpayers and all 
tbe people. We will prohibit entirely 
all shooting at all times on these poDds, 
lakes and marshes, aud make these places 
the home of peace and plenty for cur 
birds at any and all times of the year. 
Instead of furnishing grand sport to 
twenty-five of our people at the cost of 
10.000 dacks, we will give 10,000 people 
a chance of shooting at and probably not 
killing 5,000 duoxs, by a short open sea­ 
son o d wildfowl daring high water in 
early spring, which is tbe only time of 
the year that these birds are distributed 
quite generally all over the state. 
Consider farther that the land owners 
are the only ones thnthaye any right ta 
shoot at all. Is v »• ny wonder that the 
farmers post their krounds when sports­ 
men have sn mat initiated the game laws 
that not one id a thousand of the land­ 
owners of tie state can ever fire a shot at 
duok or goose on their own lend, end
